“We know that at the time there were people in the 
area specifically a female with four children I am 
appealing for these possible witnesses to come 
forward to tell us what they saw. 

“We want to reassure people in the community 
that it is believed the people involved in this isolated 
incident knew each other, but we are anxious to 
trace any other witnesses who were in the area who 
may have seen anything to come forward.” 

An 18-year-old man was arrested in connection 
with the incident and is currently on police bail 
while inquiries continue. The incident happened on 
April 9 between 4.15pm and 7pm.

Free parking at 
Wharf is ended 

Free parking at Walsall’s Crown Wharf shopping 
centre has been scrapped - because it is so popular 
and causing queues of traffic. 

Drivers used to get the first hour free at the Wharf 
but its popularity had led to large queues of traffic 
clogging up the town’s ring road. 

Now motorists will be charged £1 for an hour and 
£1.40 for two hours. 

It is the latest blow for drivers in the town centre, 
who have already been hit with on-street parking 
charges in 19 town centre streets. Bosses at the 
centre, which is home to Asda Living, Next and 
Outfit, said parking pressures in the town had led to 
an increase in people seeking a free stay and not vis¬ 
iting the shops. 

Andrew Rollings, a spokesman for Crown Wharf 
owners British Land, said: “We hope our customers 
understand why the changes have been made and 
that they find the new system quick and easy to use.” 

Problems sparked by cars waiting to get into the 
retail park were so bad police put up signs threaten¬ 
ing drivers with prosecution if they were caught 
waiting on Wolverhampton Street. 

Entry and exit barriers have now been removed 
and the car park has switched to a pay and display 
system where drivers key in their registration 
number when they buy a ticket. Number plates of 
vehicles leaving the car park will be scanned. 


Busy town gateway is 
to become a red route 

One of Walsall’s busiest roads will officially 
become a red route from Monday. Work has already 
been carried out to make the A454 Wolverhampton 
Road, linking the town centre and junction 10 of the 
M6, a no-stopping zone.

The 31-year-old also suf¬ 
fered a serious injury to his 
left ear and had to have 
stitches, while his younger 
brother had a hand injury. 

Dc Sam Kirk said: “This 
was a nasty unprovoked 
attack. 

The 10 attackers were 
all white males aged 
between 18 and 30. A white 
woman was also with the 
group.

Robert Wilkinson, of 
Walsall, who holds fair¬ 
grounds for families across 
the region, was the owner of 
the DJ jump ride at Pype 
Hayes Park in Birmingham. 

The city’s magistrates last 
week heard that the girl was 
unable to put on a lap belt 
that may have prevented her 
being thrown from the ride. 

The accident happened on 
April 19, 2009, and the 
Health and Safety Executive 
launched an investigation 
into how the ride had failed. 

Their lengthy probe found 
the lap belts in the ride cars 
were poorly maintained and 
most had been so badly 
damaged they were unusable. 

Breaching 

Wilkinson, aged 55, of Lime 
Lane, Pelsall, pleaded guilty 
to breaching health and 
safety regulations and was 
ordered to pay a £10,000 fine 
and £2,708 costs. 

HSE inspector Gareth 
Langston said: “This was a 
preventable incident that 
resulted in a serious injury to 
a child. Fairground operators 
must make sure not only that 
the main system to keep pas¬ 
sengers safely in the ride is 
properly serviced, but also 
that back-up can be used for 
long enough to stop the ride 
safely if the main system 
fails.” 

Last year a fairground 
operator had to pay out 
£20,000 after a ride failed, 
sending a carriage hurtling 
through the air and leaving a 
woman wheelchair-bound.

Woman and 
boy held over 
blaze death 

A woman and a teenage boy have been arrested 
after the body of a man was discovered by firefight¬ 
ers attending a blaze in Walsall. 

The body of 32-year-old Garry Ford was found in 
Bloxwich Road, Leamore, earlier this month. 

West Midlands Police have confirmed a 33-year- 
old woman and a boy aged 14 had been arrested in 
connection with the inquiry. 

They have been interviewed by detectives and 
released on police bail pending further investiga¬ 
tions. 

Mr Ford’s body was found by firefighters attend¬ 
ing a blaze on wasteland behind the Somerfield shop 
and adjoining Texaco Service Station in Bloxwich 
Road on May 4. He had suffered serious burns but a 
post mortem to determine the cause of death proved 
inconclusive. 

Specialist forensic tests are now being carried out 
and police said it could be weeks before the exact 
cause of death is known. 

Mr Ford lived in Guild Avenue, close to where his 
body was found. His family were too upset to speak 
about the tragedy. 

Detectives are treating his death as unexplained 
and launched an appeal for witnesses. Det Insp Bob 
Bradford says police are still piecing together how 
Mr Ford met his death and were looking into his per¬ 
sonal background. He has appealed for anyone with 
information to come forward. 

“The scene is just off Bloxwich Road, which would 
have had a fair number of motorists using it around 
6pm on May 4,” he said. 

He also appealed for three youths who were 
walking along the pavement near to the scene at 
around 6pm to 6.15pm to contact police. 

“They may well have seen something significant 
and we would stress that they could be vital wit¬ 
nesses,” he said.

Labour out of 
leadership race 

The Labour group in Walsall has effectively ruled 
itself out of the running for the leadership of the local 
authority. The party said it had not been able to come 
to an agreement with the Liberal Democrats and 
would “continue its campaign to become the majority 
party on Walsall Council”. 

Talks have been taking place between all three 
main parties after the local elections on May 5 left no 
one party in overall control. 

Labour made eight gains, leaving them with 26 
seats, just behind the Conservatives who have 28. 
Five Liberal Democrats also hold seats and there is 
one Independent. 

Labour leader Tim Oliver met Liberal Democrat 
leader Ian Shires last night. 

Councillor Oliver said: “Walsall Labour won its 
biggest overall vote in 15 years after voters sup¬ 
ported our message and rejected the Tory-led coali¬ 
tion Government’s policies of savage and unfair cuts 
in jobs and services. 

“Prior to the meeting with the Lib Dems we made 
it clear that our priority was to take this mandate 
and defend crucial areas such as education, commu¬ 
nity safety and social services. 

The proposals put on the table by the Liberal 
Democrats though amounted to changes in council¬ 
lors’ day-to-day working within the authority, while 
offering to deal with fundamental services on an 
‘issue by issue’ basis.” 
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115thefts 
of metal 
reported 

Metal thieves struck in Walsall 115 
times last month, new figures claim. 
Lead flashing from houses and cars 
destined for the scrapyard were just 
some of the items targeted by thieves 
as police continue to wage their war 
on metal thefts. 

Thirty-six of the crimes were 
recorded in the Moxley and Darlaston 
area alone, where thieves stole lead 
flashing from houses. This has 
prompted bosses at Walsall Housing 
Group to vow to replace flashing with 
synthetic lead, which will be of little 
value to thieves. 

Two men appeared in court last 
week charged with stealing three 
motor vehicles which were destined 
for the scrapyard. 

Other metal thefts saw the historic 
Barr Beacon War Memorial hit as 
thieves stripped half of the copper 
from the roof. 

Police officers in Walsall have 
insisted they were continuing to crack 
down on metal thieves. 

In March, there were 122 metal- 
related crimes reported in Walsall. 

Ch Insp Paul Farley, from Walsall 
Police Station, said: “Dealing with 
metal thefts is one of our main priori¬ 
ties at Walsall and we will continue to 
tackle illegal scrap dealers and 
thieves. 

“We will also be working with col¬ 
leagues in Wolverhampton and 
Staffordshire to ensure we have a 
robust approach when dealing with 
this crime.” 

Force-wide Operation Steel is cur¬ 
rently in place and has seen the police 
work with scrap metal merchants and 
partners to try to reduce the problem.

SAS man 
on sex 
charges 

An SAS soldier originally from 
Walsall is to stand trial accused of sex 
offences against children, including 
12 rapes. Ian Tuckley, 31, served with 
the 22-regiment of the elite force. 

He spent time in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Now he has been 
accused of 31 offences against the 
victims. 

He is on remand in custody after 
being arrested by police at the end of 
last year. 

Tuckley’s identity can be revealed 
after a judge lifted a reporting restric¬ 
tion order which had been applied for 
by the Ministry of Defence. 

Tuckley will stand trial with his 
brother-in-law Martin Finney, 40, of 
Walsall. 

The pair, who have pleaded not 
guilty to the charges, will go on trial 
at Worcester Crown Court on June 6. 

The SAS veteran is charged with 31 
child sex offences which include 12 
rapes, four indecent assaults and 
three counts of causing a child to 
watch sexual activity. He is also 
charged with 21 counts of making 
indecent photographs of children. 

Finney will stand trial on 24 sex 
offences, including rape and sexual 
assault. 

He is also accused of having “inten¬ 
tionally administered a substance 
(Entonox gas)”, to a victim, “with the 
intention of stupefying or overpower¬ 
ing” them. 

Speed signs 
stop working 

Flashing speed warning signs put 
up on a busy Walsall road where two 
brothers died in a car crash have 
stopped working for the second time 
in a month. 

Residents say two £3,000 signs, 
which flash reminders of the 30mph 
speed limit in West Bromwich Road, 
Delves, have been broken more often 
than operational. 

They were installed after the 
deaths of Asif Javid, aged 23, and 
Naveed Aslam, 18, in November. 
Walsall Council said it was working 
hard to iron out sign battery pack 
problems. 

Keith Stone, Walsall Council assis¬ 
tant director for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices, said: “We can appreciate 
residents’ frustrations when the signs 
fail to work but we ask them to bear in 
mind that this is a new combination of 
technologies used in these particular 
signs.” 

He added: “The council is working 
closely with the signs’ manufacturers 
to iron out the technical difficulties.”

£9.2m to 

A £9.2 million project to 
improve the water quality of the 
River Tame by installing a huge 
underground tank is almost com¬ 
plete. 

Severn Trent Water has been 
working on it at Willenhall 
Sewage Treatment Works. 

Workers have been busy build¬ 
ing a tank at the Anson Road 
plant, measuring 570ft long and 
65ft wide, to provide extra capac¬ 
ity for storm water sewage 


during heavy rainfall. The Tame 
flows through Oldbury, Wednes- 
bury, Bescot, Willenhall, Bilston 
and Wednesfield among other 
areas. The new tank, which is 
almost completed, is split into 12 
separate units and will reduce 
annual spills of storm water 
sewage into the River Tame by 
nearly 80 per cent. It has a total 
capacity of 20,000 square metres. 

Simon Cocks, waste water 
services director at Severn Trent, 


said: “This is a great investment 
as it protects the water quality in 
the River Tame and provides 
extra capacity for excess waste 
water during heavy rainfall 
which is particularly important 
as the effects of climate change 
are felt.” 

The tank has been built by civil 
engineering specialists North 
Midland Construction pic and 
the project has the backing of the 
Environment Agency.

Police 
jettison 
red tape 

Police in the West Mid¬ 
lands have ditched a 
£250,000-a-year system 
under which they had to 
fill in a form every time 
they stopped and spoke 
to someone seen acting 
suspiciously. 

Officers with the force, 
which is trying to save 
£125 million over four 
years, no longer have to 
fill in one of the “stop and 
account” forms whenever 
they stop someone. 

But the Chief Consta¬ 
ble, Chris Sims, insisted 
the move would not have 
“any detrimental impact 
on either the prevention 
or detection of crime”. 

In a report to a meeting 
of the police authority, he 
said: “Police activity will 
continue and where offi¬ 
cers’ suspicions about a 
person are confirmed, it 
is likely they will go on to 
be subject of further 
investigation, a stop and 
search and/or arrest. 

The report said at the 
system’s peak, when all 
police encounters were 
recorded on paper forms, 
the cost to the force was 
more than £250,000 a 
year in printing and data 
handling costs. 

The cost in officers’ 
time was greater still, 
but a change, had 
reduced that bill.

Agency staff cost for 
hospital at £400,000

pital has increased to more than £400,000, despite a bid to hire 
more workers. 

It shelled out £436,000 on agency staff in March, up £28,000 in a 
month. In September last year spending on agency staff was £361,000, 
a figure health chiefs predicted would be lowered by hiring more per-

Agency stall now account lor 
nearly 4.5 per cent of the total 
pay bill, up from just under four 
per cent in September. 

The trust’s overall outlay on 
temporary workers was just over 
£4.3 million for 2010/11, accord¬ 
ing to a report going before its 
board of directors last week. In it, 
director of human resources Sue 
Wakeman said expenditure on 
medical agency staff had 
increased by £117,000 over the 
year. 

Most of this went on unplanned 
care, while nursing agency costs 
have decreased by £41,000 to 
£137,000. 

Ms Wakeman said: “Workforce 
performance reporting over the 
last year has enabled the trust to 
identify areas to focus attention, 
particularly agency spend, sick¬ 
ness absence, appraisal rates and 
mandatory training figures. 

Attention 

“Overall, improvements have 
been achieved across all areas of 
concern with the exception of 
agency spend which continues to 
be variable, investigatory work is 
ongoing to address this.” 

A recruitment day was held at 
the hospital last November for 
jobs including nursing posts. 

Around 300 people turned up 
to inquire about the 100 jobs on 
offer. 

Over the whole financial year 
agency workers accounted for 
3.89 per cent of the total wages 
bill. 

She added in the report that 
the trust’s sickness level stands 
at 4.64 per cent for the year, 
above the annual target of 4.5 per 
cent but also representing a 0.44 
per cent reduction on last year. 

It was revealed in July that the 
trust running Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital spent £10m in 
2009/10 on agency workers. 

Bosses at the hospital set up a 
staff bank made up of hundreds 
of workers to reduce costs in 
April, and spent an average 
£466,000 a month in the first 
three months.

This is the victim of a brutal robbery that 
took place on a train between Walsall and 
Birmingham.

After 
trying to pull it back from the thief, she was 
punched several times to the side of her face 
and head, breaking bones in her face and 
damaging nerves which resulted in recon¬ 
structive surgery and metal plates in her 
head. 

CCTV images show Letitia collapsing on 
Aston platform and the attacker running off 
chased by a conductor, on platform two. The 
attacke was a black man in his late teens to 
early 20s, about 5ft lOin tall and of medium 
build. He was wearing a black shiny jacket, 
red hat and was carrying a bag. 

The attacker was dropped off at Tame¬ 
bridge in a silver Audi A4, four-door saloon 
car. 

British Transport Police are now investi¬ 
gating the crime and appealing for any 
information or witnesses.

“I have had to lose two of my counter staff since the 
arrival of Morrisons and the new parking arrange¬ 
ments were made,” he said. “With regards to our cus¬ 
tomers and parking, they have to cross two busy 
roads with their purchases. 

Orders 

“They can pull up to make their orders, but if they 
stay any longer than 10 minutes then they get hit 
with a parking ticket. As a result we are losing trade 
to rivals in Wolverhampton.” 

The firm, established in 1982, sells security 
alarms and employs 13 people. 

Wiillenhall South councillor Carl Creaney said: “I 
hope Brian does stick it out. I know he has concerns 
about the effect of Morrisons on older businesses. 
But some of the problems in Willenhall are to do with 
property owners living in other parts of the country 
and being unaware of the new retail opportunities 
here.” 

The Morrisons development included a recon¬ 
struction of the traffic island at Leve Lane and 
Doctor’s Piece. Parking restrictions aimed to 
prevent highways hazards. 

It has been built on the site of the former Yale lock 
factory - demolished in 2009 to make way for the 
store, a petrol station and a 541-space car park. 

A consortium of developers including Dransfield 
Properties Ltd, Gallaghers Estates and Country¬ 
wide Properties are involved in the regeneration of 
the town centre. The project has required the acqui¬ 
sition of 30 land interests including the former Yale 
factory. 


Lock firm takes 
over company 

Willenhall security firm Assa Abloy has expanded 
by acquiring a French fire door manufacturer. 

Assa, which owns the Yale brand and supports the 
jobs of hundreds of workers in the traditional lock¬ 
making industry, has taken over Portafeu, the 
French market leader in customised fire doors, in an 
undisclosed deal. The move follows the group’s 
acquisition last year of Walsall lock maker Paddock. 

Johan Molin, president and chief executive of Assa 
Abloy, said the acquisition strengthened the group’s 
footprint. 

Created in 1936 and headquartered in Romilly sur 
Andelle, Portafeu has 245 employees and sales of 
£26.7m in 2010.

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Ban for 
man over 
the limit 

A man who was found behind the 
wheel while more than twice the 
drink-driving limit in Walsall said he 
was driving his friend home as he was 
even more drunk. 

Jobless Shane Rees, aged 35, of 
Reservoir Street, Alumwell, who 
admitted drink-driving, driving 
without insurance and driving 
without a licence, was seen by police 
officers at 2.20am on April 29 driving 
“erratically” in Green Lane, Walsall. 

Mr Sarbjit Lalli, defending at 
Walsall Magistrates Court last week, 
said Rees had borrowed his friend’s 
car to drive the friend home as he was 
too drunk to drive. Rees considered 
himself driving as “the lesser of two 
evils”. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecut¬ 
ing, said police pulled Rees over at the 
junction near Green Lane and Hospi¬ 
tal Street. He said: “He smells of 
alcohol and tells police he had had one 
or two pints. 

“He is taken to Bloxwich police 
station and the level of alcohol in his 
breath is 89mg per 100ml of breath. 
The limit is 35mg, so he is twice the 
legal limit.” 

Rees was disqualified from driving 
for 22 months and ordered to pay a 
fine of £100 for drink-driving, a £100 
fine for driving without insurance, 
£85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

He was also offered a drink-driver’s 
rehabilitation course which, upon 
completion, could reduce the length of 
his disqualification. 

Vow to keep 
fighting drugs 

Police in Walsall have vowed to con¬ 
tinue the fight against drug dealers 
who create misery on the borough’s 
streets. 

Officers said they were going to 
build on the good work started last 
month as part of Operation Eliminate. 

To date, 27 people have been 
arrested in the hard-hitting operation 
for an array of drug offences, includ¬ 
ing conspiracy to supply Class A, sup¬ 
plying Class A and money laundering. 

A total of 20 raids have also been 
carried out by officers, who recovered 
£22,000 cash, $3,000 cash, quantities 
of heroin, crack cocaine, steroids and 
cannabis and a number of offensive 
weapons. 

There have also been two evictions, 
19 referrals seeking possession or 
eviction of tenants, and 19 criminal 
anti-social behaviour orders. 

Ch Insp Sally Holmes said work 
would now continue.

Lieutenant Voirrey 
Wagstaff, Walsall commander for the 
Royal Marines Reserve, said: “This is 
an excellent achievement.”

each year, had been in doubt. But it 
was taken over by Widehorizons 
Outdoor Education Trust in partner¬ 
ship with Walsall Camp Trust.

Price was tested negative for Class 
A drugs, the court heard, but Mr John 
Walker, defending, said he is a recov¬ 
ering heroin addict.

A woman who failed to ensure her cats 
and dogs were being properly looked 
after when she moved away from her 
Willenhall home without them has been 
banned from keeping animals for five 
years. 

Jessica Lote told 
the RSPCA she was 
let down by a friend 
who promised to 
keep an eye on her 
pets after she fled to 
Scotland to escape a 
violent relationship 
last year. 

Last week the 23- 
year-old was banned from keeping and 
owning animals, ordered to wear an elec¬ 
tronic tag for three months under a 
curfew order and told to pay £500 costs 
after the pets were left in unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

The mother-of-two, formerly of Stret- 
ton Road, New Invention was convicted 
at Walsall Magistrates Court in her 
absence in September last year, but sen¬ 
tencing was delayed as she now lives in 
Glasgow. 

Mrs Amy Bedford, prosecuting on 
behalf of the RSPCA, told the court 
neighbours reported the pets were alone 
at the property. During several visits the 
charity’s Insp Rob Crutchley had to feed 
the Staffordshire bull terrier, the 
German Shepherd puppy and two cats 
through the letterbox between February 
25 and March 3 last year. 

There were also five tropical fish at the 
property. Unemployed Lote was con¬ 
victed of three charges of failing in her 
duty as a person responsible for an 
animal to ensure welfare, under section 
nine of the Animal Welfare Act. 

Mrs Bedford said: “The defendant was 
warned on several occasions.” 

She said all the animals were eventu¬ 
ally seized by the RSPCA and rehomed 
after the garden was found to be covered 
in faeces and no fresh drinking water left 
out for the animals. 

Good deed for 
disabled man 

A disabled man whose mobility scooter 
was stolen in what was described as a 
despicable crime has been given a new 
one by a kind-hearted donor. 

Father-of-five John Richardson, aged 
52, of Brownhills, said the kind gesture 
has restored his faith in human nature. 

People were left outraged by the theft, 
in which raiders stole the £500 scooter 
from Mr Richardson’s front garden and 
loaded it into a white van. 

Mr Richardson, who suffers from 
degenerative bone disease, said without 
his scooter he could not leave his home. 
The donor wants to remain anonymous. 

Mr Richardson said: “It’s incredible. 
I’m over the moon. I got a call from the 
police and they put me in touch with this 
man. It’s picked me up a bit. 

“I couldn’t afford another one and 
haven’t been able to get out of the house 
since it happened.”

As a youngster, multi- 
skilled musician Robert 
Emery could hear a song on 
the television and instantly 
replay it on the piano in his 
Walsall home without any 
musical training. 

At the age of seven he learned 
to play the piano and honed his 
talents performing with orches¬ 
tras across the Midlands. 

Now the 28-year-old pianist, con¬ 
ductor and writer tours the world 
and is the musical director for 
singing star Russell Watson, who 
appeared at Birmingham’s Sym¬ 
phony Hall last weekend. 

Mr Emery grew up in Pelsall and 
attended St Michael’s Primary 
School and Blue Coat Church of 
England Comprehensive School 
before studying at the Royal College 
of Music in London for four years. 

As he accompanies Russell on his 
UK tour, Mr Emery has remembered 
where it all began. 

Mr Emery, who now lives in Twick¬ 
enham, West London, says: “When I 
was younger I used to watch Top Of 
The Pops. 

Family 

“We had a family piano and I 
would play the songs I had just heard 
without any training. I could just do 
it, I don’t know how. 

“I went on to take piano lessons 
and to do concerts across the West 
Midlands. I remember the audiences 
being lovely and very supportive. 

“Apart from the Royal Albert Hall, 
Birmingham Symphony Hall is my 
favourite venue in the UK. 

“It’s where I made my first profes¬ 
sional appearance when I was about 
eight.” 

Mr Emery has made two solo piano 
albums, performed for members of 
the royal family and has worked with 
the likes of Katherine Jenkins and 
Lamar. 

He recorded his debut album 
Enlightening at the age of 16, and in 
2002 and 2003 he toured 32 different 
venues across the UK with the 
concert series Robert Emery: A Clas¬ 
sical Experience. 

His second album, Robert Emery: 
Live in Concert, also led to him per¬ 
forming at many prestigious events 
around the country, including the 
International Arts Festival at the 
NEC Birmingham and Stafford 
Music Festival. 

He won the regional finals of the 
BBC Young Musician of the Year in 
two successive years and gained the 
Fraser Wood Mayo and Pinson 
award, representing the West Mid¬ 
lands in the Leeds Millennium Festi¬ 
val of the Performing Arts. 

Mr Emery also gave a special 
recital for members of parliament in 
Westminster Hall and was assistant 
musical director for the West End 
production of Zorro, musical director 
for the West End show Betwixt, and 
associate musical supervisor for the 
world premiere of Dallebach Kari 
das Musikal in Switzerland. 

He has also performed with the 
Birmingham Conservatoire Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra and is now creative 
director of his own orchestra Arts 
Symphonic and chief executive of

The Arts Group Ltd. Last year, he 
orchestrated for the Royal Variety 
Performance. 

It was also in 2010 when Mr 
Emery learned singer Russell was 
looking for a musical director and 
went to his Cheshire home where the 
pair began working together by 
recording a performance for Channel 
4’s Chris Moyles’ Quiz Night. 

Determined 

“I was ecstatic. He’s such a pas¬ 
sionate and determined man. We 
have an awful lot of laughs on stage,” 
he says. 

“We really both enjoy the work we 
do and always get a standing 
ovation. It’s not just classical, for 
example we do songs from the 
shows.” 

The pair have travelled to Miami 
and Singapore, and Mr Emery is 


looking forward to travelling to 
Japan for further concerts later this 
month. But despite performing in 
front of huge audiences, he said he 
never gets nervous. 

He adds: “I’ve been doing this since 
I was seven. I’m one of the only 
people I know that doesn’t get 
nervous. 

“There’s no difference to me in per¬ 
forming to 15 or 15,000 people. I like 
to drink Lucozade to keep my energy 
levels up and wear gloves before 
playing the piano to keep my hands 
warm. 

“This is my life and I adore it. Trav¬ 
elling the world has been amazing. I 
love seeing the smiles on people’s 
faces. I do a lot of travelling. In Feb¬ 
ruary I caught 24 flights. You end up 
living in the airport and hotels.” 

Mr Emery, who was also part of 


Aldridge Youth Theatre as a young¬ 
ster, said he was also in the process 
of writing two musicals. 

He says: “I can’t reveal too many 
details but one of the them is based 
on a very successful American block¬ 
buster and the other one is based on 
a pop group from the 1960s. 

Industry 

“I am proud of everything I do. 
There are a lot of people who don’t 
make it in this industry.” 

Three months ago, through his 
company Arts Festivals Ltd, which 
specialises in creating unusual live 
events, Mr Emery also devised, 
directed, arranged, co-orchestrated 
and conducted the Basel Symphony 
Orchestra for a joint concert with the 
Europe-wide famous band The Love- 
bugs in Switzerland. 


Library 
cafe may 
open soon 

The cafe at Bloxwich’s £1.2 million 
revamped library could soon be open for 
business after staff in a department at 
Walsall Council decided to run it them¬ 
selves. 

Bosses at the new Bookmark Bloxwich 
had been unable to find anyone to take on 
the cafe, leading to fears for the future of 
the venue. 

But more than six months after the 
revamped library was unveiled in Elmore 
Row, a new operator has now been found 
within the council. It is hoped the move 
will help to improve “life skills” for 
members of the community. 

An agreement has been stuck between 
the council’s library service and the social 
care and inclusion service to profession¬ 
ally run the cafe with support from 
trainees from Walsall Adult and Commu¬ 
nity College and local disabled people. 

It will give people the chance to develop 
their skills and boost their work experi¬ 
ence.

“We hope to offer a first rate service to 
our customers while giving other 
members of the community an opportu¬ 
nity to develop their life skills and 
employment opportunities.” 

The aim is to offer indoor and outdoor 
dining for visitors to the town or to the 
library. A limited cafe service had been 
run by volunteers while the search contin¬ 
ued for a new operator. 

Bloxwich Library was relaunched in 
September last year after the dilapidated 
1950s venue was given a £1.2 million 
facelift. 

Man guilty of 
flashing women 

A man exposed himself in full view of 
two women as they walked a dog, a court 
was told. 

Jacob Hulme, aged 20, admitted an 
offence of exposure on recreation land off 
Villiers Street, Willenhall on February 5. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, told 
Walsall Magistrates Court that the 
women were in a distressed state after the 
incident. 

Mr Paul said that officers found Hulme 
a short distance away from the parkland 
and arrested him. The matter was due to 
be heard at a trial last week but Hulme, of 
Howe Crescent, Willenhall, who previ¬ 
ously denied the charge, changed his plea 
to guilty. 

Miss Pallo Dhariwal, for Hulme said 
unemployed Hulme had no previous con¬ 
victions and said he was caught short at 
the time. Sentencing was adjourned until 
June 6. Hulme was given unconditional 
bail.

West Midlands 
Police Authority, said: “We are expecting a 
decision later this year.”

Memorial repairs by end of month 


Work to repair a vandal-hit Walsall war 
memorial is expected to be completed 
within a month, say council chiefs. 

Temporary measures have already been 
carried out at Barr Beacon after it was tar¬ 
geted for a third time in a year by metal 
thieves. 

The bill for repairs is expected to run 
into several thousands, but Walsall 
Council is hoping it will be fully restored 
by the end of the month. Around half the 
copper was taken in the raid off Beacon 
Road, Aldridge. 

The memorial commemorates men from 
Staffordshire and Warwickshire who gave 
their lives in the First World War. 

Replacing the metal with another mate¬ 


rial, which will be less attractive to crimi¬ 
nals, is being considered. 

Countryside services manager Kevin 
Clements said: “Temporary repairs has 
already taken place and we are looking to 
carry out permanent repairs hopefully 
within the next month. 

“As part of the repair programme we are 
looking at using alternative materials to 
copper so there is a lot to consider and all 
needs to be discussed and agreed with the 
Barr Beacon Trust and Heritage Lottery 
Fund.” 

Bosses said the bill could be slightly less 
than the £15,000 spent on repairs and 
increased security after two similar raids 
last year. Council leader Mike Bird 


branded those responsible for the theft as 
“the lowest of the low.” 

The value of the scrap metal was worth 
nothing compared with the repairs that 
were needed. It comes as there are plans 
to restore Barr Beacon. 

In December 2009, the Heritage Lottery 
Fund gave the green light to a first round 
application for a £500,000 project at the 
site. 

The council is now working on the 
second round of the application process.

Walsall Council has ruled itself 
out of buying Banks’s Stadium — 
following a call from a millionaire 
superfan. 

The local authority said it wished 
the club well but would not be buying 
the stadium and surrounding 17 
acres of land at a time when it has to 
save £70 million. 

Council bosses said there was too much 
pressure on public funds to enter into such 
an ambitious deal. 

Music guru and Saddlers supporter 
Steve Jenkins wrote an open letter asking 
the council to buy the stadium to secure 
the side’s future following the team’s great 
escape in League One. 

But council leader Mike Bird dismissed 
the idea. 

“Walsall Football Club is a vitally impor¬ 
tant part of the community,” he said. “The 
council has been very supportive of the 
club and we wish them well in the future. 

Pressures 

“But given all of the pressures on public 
funds there are no plans for us to buy the 
ground.”Despite losing 3-1 to Southamp¬ 
ton, Walsall avoided relegation by a point 
after Dagenham & Redbridge collapsed 5- 
0 at Peterborough on the final day of the 
season. Following the dream result, Mr 
Jenkins, who has worked with Britney 
Spears, Justin Timberlake and The Stone 
Roses, urged the council to buy the 
stadium. 

“Not only would that safeguard the 
club’s future and make sure that our team 
remains at the Banks’s but the local 
authority would gain possession of an 
increasingly valuable community asset,” 
he said. 

“I must say that I have become increas¬ 
ingly disappointed over the past weeks 
with the knowledge that the club’s land is 
now on general sale. 

“This sale brings a serious feeling of 
insecurity and throws us back to the days 
of the 1980s when the club’s future was in 
the balance.” The Banks’s was put up for 
sale in March and there is said to be inter¬ 
est from potential buyers.

'Hillarys 
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Plans for first ‘patient 
hotel’ near to Manor

The region’s first “patient hotel”, 
accommodating guests who need to 
be near doctors and relatives who 
want to be close to their loved ones, 
could be built near Walsall Manor 
Hospital. 

The hotel would cater to “low-depen¬ 
dency” patients who do not require a 
stay on a ward but need to be near a hos¬ 
pital. 

The friends and family of Manor patients 
could also stay at the facility earmarked for 
the site of the former Forge and Hammer pub 
in Rolling Mill Street. 

The pub was pulled down at the end of last 
year after it became a target for metal 
thieves and vandals. 

The patient hotel idea, which could create 
30 jobs in Walsall, was originally pioneered 
in Norway and is now being taken up by 
Sweden, Denmark and other parts of 
Europe. 

Recovering 

It would be aimed at patients staying 
before or after an operation, relatives of 
patients who may have to travel long-dis¬ 
tance, women recovering after a straightfor¬ 
ward childbirth and delegates taking 
training courses at the hospital. 

The proposal for Walsall is for a seven- 
storey building plus a basement level, with 
60 rooms along with amenity spaces. 

If approved by council planners, it would 
tie in with the recent £170 million revamp of 
the Manor that saw old buildings trans¬ 
formed into modern facilities. 

However, it is a private development made 
by applicant Gora Developments. 

Spokesman Bhav Mistry said: “A certain 
element of care could be provided to the 
accommodation depending on the type of 
user. 

“The guests of the patient hotel will be self- 
sufficient and no full-time medical staff or 
surgical facilities will be provided on site 
with general trained hotel staff present 
throughout.” 

The company claims the hospital can save 
money by using the hotel instead of costly 
patient transfers between healthcare facili¬ 
ties. Walsall Manor Hospital would not 
comment on the proposal.

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Residents snub new 
parking bay charges

A £28-a-year charge for a once-free 
car park in Walsall is putting residents 
off — with just a third of spaces being 
taken up so far, it has been claimed. 

Just 10 drivers have signed up for spaces 
at the Bentley Drive car park. The site was 
transformed to include a locked gate and 
marked bays to provide parking spaces as 
part of a multi-million pound red route 
scheme on the Wolverhampton Road in 
Birchills. 

Site owner Walsall Housing Group confirmed 
it has received requests for less than a third of 
the spaces. 

The busy Wolverhampton Road has been 
turned into a red route, which aims to cut down 
on congestion by preventing cars from stopping 
and creating a new bus lane and parking spaces. 

Chairman of Birchills-Reedswood Agenda 21 
Chris Jones said residents did not want to have 
to pay for the privilege of parking by their homes. 

“The whole thing has left a bitter taste in the 
mouth,” he said. 

Budget 

“I know £28 a year doesn’t sound like much, 
but it’s still an amount out of a family’s budget. 

“There is a lot of concern about the effect of the 
red route. Residents say they were promised a 
loading bay for deliveries, but this hasn’t mate¬ 
rialised and they’re having to unload shopping 
and coal deliveries round the corner in Bentley 
Drive and Lane Avenue instead.” 

Walsall Housing Group’s head of neighbour¬ 
hood services Gary Brookes said: “Parking bays 
were painted onto the ground of the gated car 
park and we have inspected the work. There are 
37 spaces, including four disabled bays. 

“An annual parking permit costs £28 and 
includes an allocated space and individual key 
for the gate. 

“So far we have received 10 requests for a 
space and we encourage other residents to apply. 
The offer is open to all residents, whether or not 
they are a WHG customer.” 

Pleck ward representative Councillor Dennis 
Anson admitted there had been complaints from 
residents about the new charge. 

“When you consider how much the on-street 
car parking costs in the town centre, I don’t think 
£28 is unreasonable. The car park is secure and 
users will have their own keys,” Councillor 
Anson said. 


Pass master plans new trip 


A Midland pen¬ 
sioner who travelled 
around England 
using his bus pass 
plans to do it all over 
again. 

Ex-Walsall mayor 
Richard Worrall will 
retrace his steps to 
see the impact of cuts. 

The 66-year-old, of 
Burrowes Street, 
Birchills, wants up to 
six people to join him.

Walsall Council have served a 
clean up order on a Bloxwich house 
where rubbish is piled up in the 
front garden, windows are smashed 
and paint splashed across the 
walls. 

Council bosses have now served

Environmental chief Paul Rooney, said: 
“The council continues to take action against 
land and buildings that adversely affect the 
public health of an area and nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

“We served the owner two notices to 
require the removal of the rubbish and 
secure the property. Should the owner not 
comply with either notice, we may then 
arrange to carry out the work ourselves and 
then seek to recover the costs incurred.” 

Council bosses have recently been getting 
tough on eyesore private properties across 
the borough. 

Geoffrey Westwood was taken to court and 
ordered to pay £600 last month for failing to 
tidy up his property in Mill Lane, Walsall. 

Andrew Morgan was hit with a £2,000 bill 
in February for failing to clean up his semi¬ 
detached house in Weston Street, Fulbrook. 

He was brought before the courts for 
failing to clear weeds and litter, and for not 
replacing broken windows and doors.

Homes plan to develop wasteland 


An eyesore patch of wasteland in 
Walsall could be brought to life with plans 
to build 45 luxury homes on the two-and- 
a-half acre site. 

Developer Kendrick Homes is hoping to 
build 42 houses and three flats on the land 
off Victoria Avenue, Bloxwich. Histori¬ 
cally, the land was open agricultural fields 
in the late 1800s, and has remained 
largely unchanged as residential areas 
and roads have been built up around it. A 
spokesman for the developers said it 
would be “wonderful” for the community. 

A building known as Highfield House 
once stood to the west of the site, but was 


demolished and replaced with the residen¬ 
tial crescent named Drake Road. 

Victoria Avenue itself was constructed 
before the late 1930s. The homes planned 
for the site would be a “high quality” mix 
of detached, semi-detached and terraced 
homes. If the application is granted, the 
homes would be aimed at all budgets from 
first-time buyers to mature families. 

Andy Cockayne, design manager for the 
Tasker Street based firm, said: “This will 
be wonderful for bringing things back to 
the community. It’s uplifting all round for 
a local company to be doing something like 
this. With Bloxwich having excellent local 


amenities it makes any new developments 
in and around the town centre a conven¬ 
ient location to live, this in turn will 
increase the town’s growth due to local 
spending and will provide a positive boost 
for shops and businesses.” 

He added: “We have had initial discus¬ 
sions with the local authority and the feed¬ 
back has been that they are happy with 
the plans at the moment.” 

The size of the homes will vary from one 
to four bedrooms.

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Bullet holes at toilet 
block tell grim story

It was the moment that war came to a 
Black Country street 
NAOMI DUNNING reports 


T HEY look like non¬ 
descript chips in a 
wall but they tell an 
incredible wartime story of 
the night a German 
bomber dived on a Black 
Country town and riddled 
it with machine gun fire. 

It is thought the bomber was on 
its way to a raid during the early 
part of the Second World War 
when it started shooting at a 
group of people in Windmill Lane, 
Smethwick, who were making 
their way to an air raid shelter. 

One young man, Norman 
Steele, was killed. 

A keen amateur historian 
delving into the story and hoping 
to find out more about that fateful 
day, has told how a toilet block in 
the town still has bullet holes 
from the attack. 

Former Smethwick resident 
Paul Harris, who now lives in 
Halesowen, remembers being 
taken by his father, George 
Harris now aged 91, to see the 
bullet holes in Windmill Lane. 

Mr Harris, aged 64, said: “I 
used to live in Smethwick and my 
father still does. Every time we 
would walk past he would tell me 
what he knew about the day and 
about his time during the war. 

“As I understand it the chaps 
were coming from the Seven Stars 
pub and heading towards the 
shelter. It was a 19-year-old who 


was killed, he just didn’t quite 
make it to the shelter in time. 

“It was only last week when I 
drove past and I had a look to see 
if the bullet holes were still there. 
I was astounded they were still 
clearly visible. 

“These men it seems were 
making their way to safety and 
one of them was gunned down in 
the process. People must remem¬ 
ber this event and the bullet holes 
are a clear reminder. 

Chilling 

“I would encourage people to go 
and have a look, it is a chilling 
reminder of what my parents 
generation went through.” 

It is not known exactly which 
year the raid took place. Docu¬ 
ments published by Smethwick 
Local History Society, describe 
the raid: “From the Seven Stars 
public house, three young men 
ran for shelter into the Windmill 
Lane public toilets. Norman 
Steele failed to make it and died 
under a hail of machine-gun fire 
from one of the German 
bombers.” 

Sandwell Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said the toilet blocks had 
been closed for 20 years. 

“The block and the bullet holes 
may well be there for some time 
as there are currently no plans to 
do anything with it,” he added. 

Mr Harris, of Blagdon Road, 
whose father served in Egypt 
with the RAF during the war, was

prompted to revisit the story after 
reading Express & Star columnist 
Peter Rhodes discussing a book 
due to be published in Germany 
detailing chilling confessions of 
German prisoners of war who 
said they enjoyed massacring 
innocent civilians. 

In 1999 Mr Rhodes interviewed 
playwright Stephen MacDonald 
whose show, Not About Heroes, 
was staged at Stratford. Mr 
McDonald remembered as a child 
warplanes strafing Birming¬ 
ham’s Calthorpe Park. 

The German bomber involved 
in the Smethwick attack was 
likely to have been a Heinkel 111 
or a Dornier 17, the primary Luft¬ 
waffe bombers.

US star Jay Leno’s praise for firm 


A Walsall engineering firm has been 
given a huge pat on the back by one of the 
biggest names in US showbusiness. 

Talk show giant Jay Leno was so 
pleased with the service he received from 
Brineton Engineering he praised them in 
a video on his website. 

The multi-millionaire star is renowned 
for being a massive classic car fan and has 
a collection of over 100 prize vehicles. 

When a gear tooth cracked on his eight 
litre 1924 Bentley Twin Turbo through 
“constant burnouts and speed-shifting” he 
turned to Brineton to see if they could 
help. 

The Alma Street firm has some 45 years’ 
experience in manufacturing replacement 


parts for classic Bentleys, Bugattis and 
Alfa Romeos. It not only had the part Mr 
Leno wanted on its shelves, staff were able 
to send it out the same day - to the delight 
of the US celebrity. “The English are the 
best at this cottage industry stuff,” said 
Leno. “I like to promote the folk who do 
this sort of work.” 

Brineton boss Michael Hope said: “He 
was very complimentary about us, espe¬ 
cially as he broke a part that was made by 
us around 20 years ago!” 

The company Mr Hope co-founded in 
1966 not only turns out components for 
vintage cars, it also carries out hi-tech 
work on the Formula One engines of today. 
Its staff will turn their hands to any sort of 


turning, milling, cutting or laser marking. 

They can even manufacture individual 
components from customer drawings. 

Like many other firms, Brineton has not 
escaped the economic turndown and staff 
numbers have halved in recent years to 
eight, mostly by natural wastage. 

But Mr Hope has lived through reces¬ 
sions before. He has invested in new 
machinery and remains optimistic about 
the firm’s future prospects. 

Business is “reasonably brisk”, there 
are orders in the book, and Mr Hope says 
the aim is to return staffing levels to those 
of pre-recession times.

Moon, mind and 
the multiverse 


Nocturne: A Journey in Search of 
Moonlight - James Attlee (Hamish 

Hamilton, hardback, £18.99) 

ILL met by moonlight, moonstruck, by 
the light of the silvery moon... there is 
something in that reflected radiance of 
earth’s natural satellite which casts an 
almost magical spell. 

Despite being a no-nonsense rationalist, 
Oxford author James Attlee also comes 
under its spell in this globe-trotting explo¬ 
ration of moonlight. 

With much of the urbanised world now 
lacking moonlight due to the spread of artifi¬ 
cial lighting, Attlee seeks the lunar glow by 
climbing Mount Vesuvius by night, visiting 
the interstellar light collector in the Arizona 
desert and going in search of a Blue Moon in 
the mountains of Wales. 

He also explores moonlight in art, myth, 
science and culture. It’s an engaging journey 
of discovery, one that will make you yearn for 
a night of moonbeams. 

The Hidden Reality - Brian Greene 

(Allen Lane, hardback, £25) 

AMERICAN physics and mathematics pro¬ 
fessor Brian Greene takes the reader gently 
by the hand and explains the latest theories 
from the cutting edge of cosmology and 
physics. This is head-spinning, mind- 
blowing stuff which leaves the ordinary man’s 
supposition that the universe means all there 
is - everything - gathering dust. Here he 
explores the latest proposals for the multi- 
verse, a plethora of theories for parallel uni¬ 
verses. Some are so far away that it is hard to 
conceive the distance, others are just mil¬ 
limetres away, co-existing yet invisible, 
hidden from view. 

We have the braneworld scenario, an off¬ 
shoot from superstring theory, in which differ¬ 
ent worlds co-exist as adjacent slabs, like the 
slices of bread in a loaf, next to each other 
but independent. Or the quilted multiverse 
where an infinite reality means infinite reali¬ 
ties, a myriad of universes in which every¬ 
thing that could ever happen does happen. It 
means that somewhere else in the multiverse 
your doppelganger was reading this article 
10 minutes ago, or in another ‘you’ just 
skipped straight to the sports pages, or in 
another you decided to watch TV instead, 
etc. Then there are the bubble worlds of the 
inflationary multiverse, realities that pop in 
and out of existence in a great cosmic foam 
of universes. 

Those are just the straightforward scenar-

ios. Things get really weird with the holo¬ 
graphic multiverse when events in our reality 
are an echo or a mirror to events in a parallel 
universe. Or, a certain favourite among sci-fi 
fans, the simulated multiverse in which our 
reality is a construct, something created by 
an alien intelligence (not so much an ET than 
an ED, extra-dimensional). If you imagine this 
simulated universe being like an online com¬ 
puter game, then the real reality is the one in 
which the servers exist, where the plug can 
be pulled. Some of these theories sound like 
they’re taken from an episode of Doctor Who, 
though perhaps the most exciting thing 
about the multiverse is that it suggests a 
world(s) of boundless possibilities that could 
make truth stranger than science fiction. 

It is to Greene’s credit that he takes you on 
his journey through such brain-bending the¬ 
ories without being patronising; extra 
detailed information is there in the footnotes. 
But most readers will be happy enough if his 
metaphors help them grasp the outlines of 
these rarefied but well-informed ideas based 
in mathematics and science. 

Anyone tempted to dismiss these theories 
as existing only in the minds of boffins should 
think of the vast resources that have been put 
into building the Large Hadron Collider in 
Switzerland. The holy grail for many of the 
scientists carrying out proton smashing 
experiments there is to register energy disap¬ 
pearing to another dimension - thus proving 
the existence of the multiverse. 

Moonwalking with Einstein - 

Joshua Foer 

(Allen Lane, paperback, £14.99) 

IF, like me, you have a problem recalling 
your mobile telephone number, this book will 
have you gasping with awe or seething with 
jealousy. This is a book about memory and 
how certain individuals can train their brain to 
remember incredible detail. 

In the case of the US Memory Champi¬ 
onship, you are given just five minutes to 
memorise the sequence of 52 playing cards. 
American journalist Joshua Foer sets himself 
that formidable task by entering the compe¬ 
tition, which involves a year of training in 
memory techniques, some methods dating 
back to such ancient philosophers as Cicero. 
His breezy and self-deprecating style will 
soon have you cheering Joshua on. 

As well as an enjoyable true life yarn, the 
author passes on some of those techniques. 



These involve creating a ‘memory theatre’, a 
place in the mind where every object and 
event has significance to represent the 
number or whatever else you wish to remem¬ 
ber, and the more bizarre the better to recall 
them - hence the book’s title, Moonwalking 
with Einstein, his way of recalling the three of 
diamonds. As for the outcome of the cham¬ 
pionship... well, let’s just say that his book 
has been optioned to be a Hollywood movie. 
NASA Space Shuttle; RMS Titanic; 
Boeing B-17 Flying Fortress 
(all Haynes, hardback, £19.99) 
THESE recent titles in the unsurpassed 
Owners’ Workshop Manual series from 
Haynes are stretching owner tag some¬ 
what... a battered old Ford Capri maybe, but 
a second hand space shuttle in the garage! 
But that doesn’t matter when this brings the 
Haynes hallmark of attention to detail to 
these incredible crafts. 

Sussex-based Dr David Baker, who 
worked with Nasa on the Gemini, Apollo and 
Shuttle programmes, brings his considerable 
expertise to the Nasa Space Shuttle story, 
which is ending this year after 30 years and 
140 missions. His book includes 250 photo¬ 
graphs and technical illustrations. 

Marine engineer Richard P de Kerbrech 
and engineer and draughtsman David Hutch¬ 
ings have collaborated on the volume about 
the ill-fated Titanic, which sank on her 
maiden voyage across the Atlantic in 1912. 
They also pinpoint why this massive liner did 
not live up to the ‘unsinkable’ boast. 

Essex engineer Graeme Douglas has 
almost 30 years’ experience working as an 
engineer on the B-17 Flying Fortress, the 
mightiest of all the American bomber planes. 
In another well-illustrated book, he gives an 
insight into the history of, and the actual 
experience of flying, the rumbling ‘Queen of 
the Skies’.

Fleeting Civic appearance 
for harmonious rock band 


SEATTLE roots rockers Fleet Foxes 
bring their harmonious sound to 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall on June 
23 but making their newly released 
second album, Helplessness Blues, 
was a far from harmonious experi¬ 
ence. 

Recording got off to a good start 
laying down rhythm tracks with 
good vibes abounding at Dreamland 
recording studio in Woodstock, near

the site of the legendary hippy 
musical festival in upstate New York. 
But the recording process almost 
ground to a halt during a difficult 
seven month stretch back in their 
home city, 

“A ton of s**t happened at numer¬ 
ous studios,” explains the American 
band’s singer and songwriter Robin 
Pecknold. “Basically it took a long 
time due to illness, scheduling, cre¬ 



ative doubt, reassessment, rewrit¬ 
ing, new songs being written. 

“We ended up mixing at Avast in 
Seattle in December of 2010 with the 
record finally finished, even though 
we were recording vocals and guitar 
and rewriting lyrics up to the 11th 
hour. Not even the 11th hour, more 
like the 13th. So here we are, almost 
three years after the first album, 
finally done with the second one.” 

It is a relief then to find that Help¬ 
lessness Blues is a worthy follow up 
to their self-titled debut album, 
which is fast approaching classic 
status for the band who, in the USA, 
are signed to Nirvana’s old record 
label Sub Pop. 

But there is no hint of grunge in the 
works of the Fleet Foxes, a burst of 


free jazz on one track of the new 
album is the only major detour from 
their pristine folk-rock sound. 

“I’d say it’s a synthesis of folk 
rock, traditional folk and psyche¬ 
delic pop with an emphasis on group 
vocal harmonies,” adds Pecknold. 

“Musically it leans on country 
music a little bit more, in the slide 
guitar of songs like Grown Ocean 
and Bedouin Dress or Helplessness 
Blues. We used a number of new 
instruments including the 12-string 
guitar, the hammered dulcimer, 
zither, upright bass, wood flute, 
tympani, Moog synthesizer, the tam- 
boura, the fiddle, the marxophone, 
clarinet, the music box, pedal steel 
guitar, lap steel guitar, Tibetan 
singing bowls, vibraphone... along 


members Simon Fowler and Oscar Harrison, 
as well as a recording opportunity with Min¬ 
istry of Sound. 

Now Rachel, aged 26, is hoping her first EP 
will be the first of many more releases. 

“It’s so exciting for me at the moment and 
I’m really looking forward to the next few 
months,” she said. 

“I’d describe my style as folk-pop and I’ve 
been likened to Eva Cassidy, Norah Jones and 
Joni Mitchell. 

“Songwriting comes quite naturally and I 
always carry a notebook for those moments of 
inspiration.” 

Her Glee Club gig is the first she’s done near 
her home town and with family and friends set 
to turn out in big numbers, Rachel is looking 
forward to showing her original material off. 

“I really wanted to come home and put on a 
show,” she added. 

“I’ve had loads of old friends get in touch 
with me through Facebook as well which is 
nice. 

“It’s hard in the music industry but I’ve got a 
lot of drive to pick myself up after any knock- 
backs. 

“Hopefully I can get signed to a record deal 
soon and then go on tour and sell lots of CDs!”

Black Country 
misses out on 
Communion 


H EAVY rock supergroup 
Black Country Com¬ 
munion, who made their 
UK concert debut last Christ¬ 
mas at Wolverhampton Civic 
Hall, release their second 
album next month. 

The band fronted by Cannock- 
raised rock star Glenn Hughes 
was an instant success with its 
self-titled debut album, which 
draws on traditional hard rock 
values, released in September 
last year. 

It stormed to Nol in the UK 
Rock Album Chart. 

The group also features Ameri¬ 
can blues-rock guitar hero Joe 
Bonamassa, Dudley-born 
drummer Jason Bonham (son of 


the late Led Zeppelin stickman 
John Bonham), and American 
keyboardist Derek Sherinian.

However, Glenn Hughes will be 
in concert at Birmingham Town 
Hall on Sunday, May 29, high¬ 
lighting music from his solo 
career plus his back catalogue 
with Trapeze and Deep Purple.

The City Madam. 

Swan Theatre, Stratford 

THE FEAR of financial ruin and loss of 
social status permeates Philip 
Massinger’s 380-year-old romp, giving 
this savage comedy a sharp contempo¬ 
rary edge. 

The Royal Shakespeare Company has 
gathered a formidably talented group of 
actors at the Swan (many of them also 
appearing in Gregory Doran’s Cardenio) 
and they relish this ruthless and rollicking 
satire on a society riven by rivalry 
between the newly rich merchant class 
and the old aristocracy. 

Massinger wrote for Shakespeare’s 
former theatre company The King’s Men. 

He was a scattergun satirist, who in 
this play also takes a pop at astrologers, 
brutal law enforcers and includes possi¬ 
bly the first dig at the Americans. 

The convoluted plot centres on Luke 
Frugal, who has wasted his fortune and 
now works as a servant in his rich 
brother’s household, where he is meanly 
treated by his sister-and-law and nieces. 

Behind his reformed exterior, he plots 
with servants to defraud his brother. 

Meanwhile, that brother, made weary 
by his haughty wife’s financial excesses 
and suspicious of his brother’s pious new 
image, pretends to retire to a monastery 
but returns with his daughters’ two 
rejected suitors in disguise as American 
Indians (seeking a Christian education) to 
observe how Luke uses his new found 
power and fortune. 

Dominic Hill’s fast-paced, 17th 
Century costumed production hinges on 
the role of Luke, and Jo Stone-Fewings 
emerges from the RSC ranks with a per¬ 
formance of such charisma, energy and 
passion that it should take his career to a 
new level. 

At first he wins the audience’s sympa¬ 
thy but, with the phrase “religion, con¬ 
science, charity, farewell”, wealth and 
opportunity turns him into a vengeful

silver-tongued devil before our very eyes 
in a production that also makes much use 
of magic tricks and illusion. 

Lady Frugal (Sara Crowe) and her 
daughters (Lucy Briggs-Owen, Matti 
Houghton) are a monstrous flutter of fans 
and satin gowns, whilst Nicholas Day 
brings an engaging fruitiness to the role 
of elderly aristocrat Lord Lacy. 

The broadest comedy comes from the 
suitors, Alex Hassell as the screeching 
dandy Sir Maurice and Felix Hughes as 
his rough bluff northern rival Mr Plenty. 
Christopher Ettridge becomes an audi¬ 
ence favourite as the sharp-tongued 
servant Holdfast. Pippa Nixon got a big 
laugh as the Cockney chav prostitute 
Shave’em, leafing through a Royal 


Wedding souvenir copy of Hello maga¬ 
zine to find the perfect new carriage. 

A puppet show laid on by the ‘Indians’ 
seemed a superfluous addition to a three 
hour play (including interval) but was cer¬ 
tainly ingenious. 

Audiences may bridle at the play’s neat 
moralistic conclusion, which has the 
womenfolk promising to be obedient and 
modest, whilst Luke Frugal is stripped to 
his underpants, spat upon and cast out in 
the snow. 

But when it deals with greed and pre¬ 
tension, The City Madam is a period 
piece with plenty to say to a modern 
audience. 

It continues until October 4.

An Evening with John Cleese, 

Birmingham Hippodrome 

John Cleese has worked with some of 
the greatest comedy writers and 
actors ever, and gave the audience an 
insight into his long and successful 
career. 

The star of Monty Python first 
explains the reason he has decided to 
go on the road again - his recent 
divorce from American psychothera¬ 
pist Alyce Faye Eichelberger is costing 
him $20 million over the next five 
years. 

After briefly expressing extreme dis¬ 
satisfaction with Californian law, the 
71-year-old settles down to begin his 
show, starting with his family’s roots. 
Anyone expecting the show to be a 
barrel of laughs may have been disap¬ 
pointed at this point. 

However, once into full swing, 
Cleese packed the show full of clips 
from his early days on The Frost 
Report, to working with the Two 
Ronnies and eventually Monty Python. 

The evening may not be as hilarious 
as many people would expect, but it 
did provide a fascinating insight into 
the golden era for British comedy, 
where shows were about experiment¬ 
ing and not ratings. 

The second half of the show 
touched on black comedy, as Cleese 
believed a dark sense of humour was 
the only thing he and his mother had in 
common. 

A clip of the Black Knight scene from 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail was 
sandwiched between stories of the 
group pushing each other to be as 
funny as possible while being a bit 
naughty, too. 

Cleese gave a touching speech 
about his good friend and fellow 
Python Graham Chapman, who died 
in 1989, before moving on to reveal the 
hotel in which he based Fawlty Towers 
on and the inception of his hit film A 
Fish Called Wanda. 

Throughout the night, Cleese made 
it clear he felt he was lucky to be 
involved in comedy and a three- 
minute montage of some of his funni¬ 
est bits closed off the night in a fitting 
style. 

While the show may not be what 
people expect it is packed full of anec¬ 
dotes, stories and sketches, which 
may not always be funny, but are a 
treat for comedy fans all the same.

Alfa revives a pedigree with chic and charisma 




A S ALFA ROMEO prepares to 
celebrate its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in June, the Italian firm’s 
latest model revives one of the 
most evocative names from its glo¬ 
rious past: The Giulietta. 

Few car companies can match Alfa 
Romeo for sporting pedigree and it 
remains by some distance the most 
glamorous of the mainstream marques. 

But pedigree and glamour count for little 
unless you are shifting metal - and these 
days loss-making Alfa needs to start selling 
more cars in order to remain viable. 

With that in mind the Turin-based firm has 
revived the Giulietta, one of the most charis¬ 
matic names from its distinguished heritage, 
to do battle in the cut-throat mid-sized 
hatchback sector of the market. 

While Alfas of old were traditionally all 
about driver appeal and effortless chic, 
these days the more workmanlike qualities 
of solidity and reliability are required too. 

Still, there’s enough Italian flair and style 
about the design of the Giulietta to keep the 
most ardent of Alfisti happy, from the chis¬ 
elled front, with its 8C-style compact grille, 
to the elegantly rounded proportions of the 
rear. 

From the side, it admittedly resembles a 
SEAT Leon but then that was designed by 
Alfa old boy Walter de’Silva anyway.

The new Giulietta is some 16 per cent 
bigger than its predecessor, the 147, which 
probably does not count for much, as space 
was never a plus point in the former. 

The Giulietta does feel slightly tight for 
space in the back but at least there’s a 
decent sized boot, which you open by 
pressing the Alfa badge. 

The cabin is not as dramatic as that of the 
Brera, or even the 159, but is nevertheless 
stylish and distinguished by a row of cen¬ 
trally located toggle switches with a 
designer feel. 

Interior quality looks decent, though you’d 
ideally need to own one for a few months to 
see if it remained free of rattles and squeaks. 

The leather seats in the test car, a top-of- 
the-range 170hp Veloce 2.0 litre diesel, were 
good and I found it easy to get comfortable 
behind the wheel - something that could not 
be said of every Alfa in the past. 

If, like me, you tend to associate Alfas with 
revvy engines and light, deft steering, you’ll 
find neither present in the Veloce diesel. The 
soundtrack from under the bonnet is more 
mundane, while the steering is accurate but 
on the weighty side - and it gets even 
heavier if you press the Dynamic button on 
the “DNA” selector panel. 


This panel, under the centre console, 
offers a choice of three driver settings, 
depending on road conditions. 

The “A” position is for adverse weather 
conditions, while the default setting is “N” 
for normal. “D” for is “Dynamic” and 
employed when drivers wish to press on. 

The throttle response becomes notably 
sharper and the car feels far quicker when 
this setting is engaged. 

Not everyone will appreciate the extra 
steering weight that comes into play, 
however, and none of the settings can be 
customised. 

All models in the Giulietta range benefit 
from Alfa’s clever electronic Q2 differential 
which adjusts the power directed to the front 
wheels to boost traction through bends. 

Competitive 

Driven carefully, it should be possible to 
return 50mpg but hey, this is an Alfa 
and my consumption ended up in 
the low 40s, as I had it in “D” 
most of the time. 

Running costs should be 
reasonable. The Giulietta 1 j 
can be driven frugally, C02 
emissions are competitive, 
and service intervals 
extend to over 20,000 
miles. Insurance for the 
170hp model is group 25 
out of 50 but this falls to 


group 20 if the 140hp model is chosen, and 
it’s only slightly less quick. 

The Giulietta feels solid and assured on 
the road rather than nervous and flighty. 
Ride quality is good and the car makes a 
decent fist of soaking up the bumps. 

Too often in the past Alfas have repre¬ 
sented the triumph of style over substance 
with poor reliability and inferior build quality 
leading to catastrophic residual values. 

But the firm looks to be turning things 
round with cars like the MiTo and now the 
Giulietta. It’s still too early to tell whether the 
Giulietta has the staying power to transform 
the fortunes of the loss-making, 

Fiat-owned brand - but it 
certainly 


enough panache to appeal as an alternative 
to the ubiquitous Focus, Golf or Astra hatch¬ 
back offerings. There are plenty of other 
“boutique” offerings in this sector, however, 
ranging from the excellent value Citroen DS3 
and forthcoming DS4 to Audi’s A1 and VW’s 
shapely Scirocco. 

Alfa Romeo expects diesel Giuliettas to 
outsell petrol models in the UK, to the sort of 
driver who has to buy with the head as well 
as the heart. 

But if you like the idea of an Alfa I still think 
you’d be better off-emotionally, if not finan¬ 
cially - with a petrol 
Giulietta.

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Walsall’s Richard Taundry had to make the hardest decision 
of his life 


Parents must always put their children first and 
Richard Taundry has already made the most diffi¬ 
cult call of all. As a footballer his career is played 
out in public. His private life is a different story. 

The Walsall midfielder and fiancee Tanya Baggott lost 
baby son Kai after just 13 days following his premature 
birth in July last year. 

The couple were helpless as they were told Kai wasn’t going to 
survive following a bleed on his brain and faced the heart- 
wrenching decision of turning off his life support machine. 

All this was the backdrop of the Saddlers’ pre-season last year

as Richard became a contender for the cap¬ 
taincy. 

Last weekend Walsall secured League 
One survival for another year. And while 
relegation isn’t something any footballer 
wants to contemplate it’s insignificant 
compared to the heartache the 22-year-old 
and his family have already suffered. 

July 17, 2010 is seared in Richard’s 
memory as the day he and Tanya said 
goodbye to their son and made the hardest 
decision of their lives. 

“We had to make a decision which was 
best for Kai, not for us,” says Richard, who 
also lost his dad Steve in September 2009. 

Incubator 

“It was inevitable but it was about how 
we were going to remember him - stuck in 
the incubator on machines or whether we 
wanted to hold him and that’s what we did. 

“Before he was born they told us he 
didn’t have a chance of surviving the birth. 
Then little things went wrong and he just 
kept going and going. Gradually it got too 
much and they called us in and told us the 
situation. It broke our hearts. 

“They took him off the machines and told 
us he would probably have an hour but he 
ended up going all through the night before 
we lost him. 

“He was a fighter - more than me. We 
were grateful for the time we had, to be 
able to hold him and for what the hospital 
did for us.” 

It is those precious moments which keep 
the midfielder going but he admits he 
found it hard in the aftermath of his son’s 
death. We had everything ready,” he says, 
“and to have to go back and put everything 
away before your partner comes home so it 
doesn’t upset her is difficult. It chips away 


at you. There’s no changing the past and all 
you can do is stick with your family. 

“Straight away I was back into football 
as I didn’t want to dwell on things and beat 
myself up. 

“There’s nothing which can help you 
take your mind off it but the lads were 
great with me.” 

And while nothing will ever ease the 
pain, he says he and Tanya take comfort in 
their memories. 

‘We’ve got hundreds of photos, it wasn’t 
easy but towards the end we got to hold 
him and we’ve got some beautiful pic¬ 
tures,” said Richard, who met Tanya at 
Aldridge School when they were 14. 

“We’ve got his ashes in a little box with a 
Walsall badge on it in the house so he’s 
always with us. 

“Any couple who go through that realise 
it can break you but the only way getting 
through it is sticking together. I’m a lot 
stronger now. I have stronger opinions - 
like how to treat family and friends - and 
going to visit people who you’ve drifted 
away from, like my aunties and uncles who 
I used to be close to when my dad was 
here.” 

Richard’s loss wasn’t the only heartache 
at Walsall last summer after secretary 
Dan Mole and wife Emma lost their 
unborn child in July, just 14 weeks into the 
pregnancy. 

After a scan they were delivered the dev¬ 
astating news their baby had anencephaly, 
meaning the skull hadn’t developed prop¬ 
erly. 

Medically, the baby was described as 
“not compatible with life”, news that broke 
Dan and Emma’s hearts. 

“I lost my dad 10 years ago and that was 
horrendous, I still cry about that, but when 


you lose your baby you’re crying for what 
could have been for you and the little life 
which never had a chance,” says Dan. 
‘What Emma went through is worse than 
what I ever did. She was amazing. How she 
coped with everything was awe inspiring.” 

Richard has similar admiration for his 
fiancee who has returned to work as a 
nursery nurse at Little Rascals in 
Aldridge. 

“She had a lot of time off and going back 
in with kids isn’t an ideal option but she’s 
decided she’s going back which is a good 
thing,” he says. 

Difficult 

“It’s difficult for her because she’s 
around kids all the time but we look after 
my sister’s little lad so she’ll be all right. 
She’s as strong as me.” 

Now the couples are taking heart from 
raising money for the people who helped 
them during their darkest hours. The 
Moles are supporting Sands - a still birth 
and neo-natal death charity - to raise 
awareness and shake the taboo of losing a 
baby. 

“The first few months were devastating 
and we just had to regroup but come 
Christmas we wanted to do something,” 
says Dan, who hopes to help more men who 
have lost a baby. 

“We’re both a really positive couple and 
it gives us somewhere to focus our energy. 

“Because you’re in such a horrible place 
you think people who are supportive don’t 
understand and those who are normal you 
think ‘do they not realise what we’ve gone 
through?’ Nobody can win and that’s where 
something like Sands helped us, to give us 
somewhere to read people’s stories and 
show us we weren’t alone.”

They set a £10,000 target and have 
already raised £4,253 while Richard has 
hit £625 in his efforts to reach £5,000 for 
University Hospital of North Stafford¬ 
shire’s neo-natal unit. 

The footballing community has sup¬ 
ported Dan with Wolves, Ipswich Mother- 
well and Watford donating shirts to 
auction off. 

A Walsall All Stars game against Wolves 
is penned in for May 19 at the Banks’s 
Stadium for Sands while Richard has 
launched a page on the justgiving internet 
site and will step up his fundraising efforts 
with auctions to support the staff he has so 
much admiration for. 

“There’s no way to explain what they’re 
like,” Richard says. “It was a pleasure for 
them to help us. They see what we saw 
every day but still had the time to talk to 
you one-on-one and let you know what was 
going on.” 

And with the two families’ new philoso¬ 
phies Richard summed up his outlook suc¬ 
cinctly. ‘We’ve always got the memories 
but it isn’t good dwelling on the past,” he 
says. 

“Everything has a purpose and you get a 
new meaning on life, things you want to do 
and who you want to do it for. It’s time to 
work on the future.”

And the central defender will be further 
rewarded by continuing to skipper the club 
next season, confirmed boss Dean Smith .

Walsall’s overwhelming Player of the Year was one 
of seven out-of-contract players offered new deals, 
along with Jimmy Walker, Matt Richards, Julian 
Gray, Emmanuel Ledesma, David Bevan and 
George Bowerman. 

Butler’s form is believed to have alerted a number 
of Championship clubs and League One sides to his 
possible availability this summer. But the 27-year- 
old has led the way for the rest by agreeing new 
terms on a deal to tie him to the Banks’s Stadium to 
2013. 

“I’m really pleased that Andy sees his future here 
at Walsall,” said Smith. 

“I’m looking forward to him captaining the team 
again next season. He’s a very popular figure both 
among fans and in the dressing room. 

“He leads by example and has great ability and an 
attitude to match. I was very keen to seal his long¬ 
term future so to do so less than a week after the 
season has finished is very pleasing.” 

Butler, who arrived on a free transfer from Hud¬ 
dersfield in November, is delighted to be extending 
his stint with the Saddlers. 

Honour 

“It’s great to have my future sorted out. I’ve loved 
every minute of my time at Walsall,” he said. 

“The fans took to me straight away and to captain 
the side has been a real honour. Next season is all 
about kicking on and taking the club forward and I’m 
delighted I’ll be here to play a part in that.” 

Butler emerged as a cult figure at Walsall, making 
32 appearances as the club secured League One sur¬ 
vival. 

He swept the boards in the end-of-season awards, 
winning the Player of the Year and the Players’ 
Player of the Season gongs. 

Butler played over 150 games in Scunthorpe’s rise 
from League Two to the Championship before 
moving to Huddersfield in the summer of 2008. 

He established himself as a regular for the Terri¬ 
ers before moving to Blackpool on loan in January 
2010, helping the Tangerines secure a place in the 
Premier League. 


Fans had crucial role 
in escape - Taundry 

Richard Taundry hailed the Walsall fans for their 
role in the Saddlers’ ‘Great Escape’. 

The midfielder clambered into the stands at 
Southampton to celebrate with supporters after last 
weekend’s survival act on the final day of the season. 

And with another season in League One in the bag 
Taundry admitted the faithful were key in the team’s 
battle against the drop. He said: “I would like to say 
a big ‘thank you’ to the fans who really helped to pull 
us through because we needed them. Andy Butler 
and I made sure that we got in among them at the 
end of the game to show our appreciation.” 


More voices join Steve’s 
call to buy Saddlers’ site 


As Walsall Council takes a stand 
against buying Walsall’s ground 
the number of voices calling for 
a change of heart is growing 

Despite Walsall Council’s emphatic 
stand that it will not buy the Saddlers’ 
ground millionaire fan Steve Jenkins is 
calling for a swift end to the Banks’s 
Stadium saga and revealed he will seek 
talks with the council. 

The music producer and lifelong Saddler 
insisted the local authority buying the ground 
represents the best option for them and the 
club - despite the council’s reluctance. 

Leader Mike Bird dismissed the proposal last 
week claiming they didn’t have the cash and had to 
slice £70m off their budget. 

Mr Jenkins wrote an open letter to the press 
revealing he fears for the club’s future should the 
stadium, which has been on the market since 
March, end up with a private investor or company. 

The stadium could cost upwards of £5m and the 
former MD of Jive Records, who worked with R 
Kelly and Britney Spears, insisted he wants a quick 
resolution if a deal is possible. 

“I need some assistance but I’d like to move 
swiftly,” said Jenkins, who also revealed he wants 
to hold talks with Walsall chairman Jeff Bonser to 
discover more about the club’s stance. 

“I’m prepared to dedicate my time to speak to 
people and move it along. The land and the stadium 
will be sold and this summer is the time it will go. 
We need to act.” 

But Jenkins believes the council haven’t given 
enough thought to the idea. 

“I’d welcome a meeting with the leader of the 
council,” said Jenkins. “It’s an important issue. I 
can’t see how you can say ‘we are not interested’ a 
day or two after my letter.” 

Chief throws 
hat in the ring 

Walsall’s chief executive added his voice to 
growing calls for the council to buy the freehold of 
the Banks’s Stadium. 

In a statement, Stefan Gamble argued the bene¬ 
fits of council ownership of the stadium and 17 
acres of surrounding land are “significant” for both 
the club and the local authority. He said buying the 
freehold was a “sound financial investment” that 
could safeguard hundreds of jobs. 

The chief executive was responding to calls made 
by music guru and avid Saddlers fan Steve Jenkins. 

Walsall Council has already repeatedly ruled 
itself out of buying the stadium at a time when it 
needs to save £70m. 

But Mr Gamble said: “We welcome Steve Jenkins’ 
call for the council to purchase the freehold of the 
Banks’s Stadium site and in effect secure the long¬ 
term future of the club and league football within 
the town for generations to come. 

Opportunity 

“Since the announcement that the freehold was 
to be put on the market, it has always been my 
belief that the ownership of the stadium should 
remain within the town, and this represents a 
unique opportunity for the council to purchase one 
of the town’s most valuable community assets and 
in turn safeguard hundreds of local jobs.” 

The chief executive said the club was in a strong 
position financially and was not looking for a hand¬ 
out from the council or anyone else. 

“I am fully aware that the council faces stringent 
budget constraints and cuts, including job losses, 
but the purchase of the freehold represents a very 
sound financial investment,” he said. 

“The benefits of council ownership, not only for 
the club, but the council itself are significant. 

“The importance of the club to the town should 
not be underestimated.” 


Every fan needs to 
pile on the pressure 


Steve Jenkins moves 
in different circles than 
most from WS1. 

As a former MD of Jive 
Records — once the 
biggest independent 
record label in the world 

- he is on first name 
terms with Britney 
Spears and Justin Tim- 
berlake. 

But it was the Walsall 
fan inside him which 
made him, go public with 
his desire to convince the 
local council to buy the 
up-for-sale Banks’s 
Stadium. 

He fears for the club’s 
future should the ground 
end up with a private 
owner or company and 
wants to sit round the 
table with the council 
and Walsall chairman 
Jeff Bonser to talk. 

It’s not an ego trip, he 
is deadly serious, and is 
keen to shake the idea of 
‘music mogul’ and be 
known as Steve, the 
Walsall fan. 

“I don’t want to be 
called a record mogul, 
I’m a record producer. I 
don’t want to be the 
white knight riding into 
town. 

“I’m a fan off the ter¬ 
races with a little bit of 
pull trying to help,” he 
says. 

Softly spoken and 
relaxed - a rare trait for 
a Walsall fan after their 
Great Escape in League 
One this season — it is a 
sense of duty which had 
led him to this point. 

He wants to unite the 
town by launching a con¬ 
certed effort to get the 
council to buy the ground 

- despite council leader 
Mike Bird insisting the 
council won’t purchase 
the land. 

“I’ve been going from 
the days at Fellows Park 
to now and I’m thinking 
more and more that, 
come August, it will be 
the start of my 50th

season as a supporter,” 
he says. 

“I’ve got to have a go — 
I can’t explain it any 
other way—50 years says 
I’ve got to have a go. 

“I think it should 
happen. It feels right but 
we’ll see. I feel I’ve made 
a commitment to the 
supporters to try to get it 
on the council’s agenda 
and I’m delighted they’re 
supporting me. I feel a 
great responsibility to 
keep going. I’m not going 
to stop because one 
person says ‘I don’t fancy 
it’.” 

Guarantee 

There is a fear from 
the Saddlers fans — 
despite the club having a 
covenant on the ground 
which should guarantee 
their future for another 
83 years - a new stadium 
owner could harm them. 

It’s something Steve is 
wary of too. “I’d say I’m a 
little sceptical of that 
(the covenant),” he says. 

“I was in business for a 
long time and had a lot of 
contracts about a lot of 
things. Contracts are 
only useful when there’s 
trouble and when there’s 
serious trouble there are 
a lot of ways to get out of 
them. 

“I’m aware of it but I 
haven’t seen it written 
down anywhere in really 


black ink which no-one 
can rub out.” He sees no 
difficulty in galvanising 
support for his proposal 
though, which is quickly 
gathering pace. 

Last week he met with 
the three fan groups at 
the club, Unity, the Sup¬ 
porters’ Trust and the 
Supporters’ Club to 
mobilise the support and 
numbers which he 
believes are hiding in the 
town. “It’s a one man 
show here so I thought I 
should talk to the sup¬ 
porters’ groups,” he says. 

“They were incredibly 
knowledgeable. They 
knew more than I did 
and by the end of the 
evening I was the light¬ 
weight. 

“There are 5,000 - 
6,000 hardcore Walsall 
fans and 10,000 people 
who are passive. By that 
I mean they read all the 
reports, they know what 
players we sign, but they 
rarely go. 

“I know they are there 
and the reason I know is 
I saw them at the Millen¬ 
nium Stadium in 2001 
(the 3-2 play-off final 
victory against 

Reading). 

“Then, when I had my 
work exhibition it was 
the most visited exhibi¬ 
tion in Walsall museum’s 
history as 8,000 people 
went. 

“So there’s 5,000, plus 
10,000, plus 8,000 which 
is 23,000. I would ask 
them to take a minute 
out of their life, send a 
text, make a call, write a 
letter or an email - any of 
those things - and send 
it to your local councillor. 

“All I want it to say is: 
‘Banks’s Stadium for 
Walsall people’, or 
‘Banks’s Stadium, the 
next 100 years’. That’s 
all I want, so the local 
councillors know you 
have some care and 
concern for the club.” 


Wallsall legend joins the chorus 


Walsall legend Chris Marsh also 
threw his weight behind Steve 
Jenkins and insisted he is the real 
deal and the former MD of Jive 
Records, wasn’t doing it just to gain 
publicity. 

“He’s got Walsall running through 
his veins,” said the ex-defender, who 
made 479 appearances for the Sad¬ 
dlers. 

“I would rather have someone like 
him, with a bit of influence and 
razzmatazz, trying to do something 
than not at all. He’s one of the most 


genuine people you can meet. The fans 
have to back Steve all the way and 
hopefully we can get the council on 
board. 

“If you can show me a bigger Walsall 
fan than Steve then I’d like to meet 
him. 

“He used to go to New York twice a 
month for long weekends for work but 
he’d fly back on a Saturday to watch 
Walsall and then return to New York 
on the Sunday. He’s the real deal. 

“He goes back to the Don Penn era, — 
he lives and breathes Walsall.” 


Coach Chris Nicholl said managerial novice Dean 
Smith is just the man to exploit the summer transfer 
market and transform Walsall’s League One 
outlook. 

Having clinched an against-all-odds survival on 
the final day of the season, Smith has begun clearing 
the decks at the Banks Stadium with nine players 
cut from the squad in the retained list announced 
yesterday. 

Former Saddlers boss Nicholl has been a silent 
partner in the backroom team Smith is eager to keep 
together if budgets will allow. 

But he broke his silence to offer a ringing endorse¬ 
ment to the 40-year-old boss who stepped up from 
the youth coach role to inspire a team rock-bottom 
when he succeeded Chris Hutchings in January’s 
first week. 

Nicholl said: “He had a good background in that he 
knew the way the club was set up and how it worked. 
He had that advantage over people. 

Inspired 

“He was an inspired choice in so many ways. He 
knows the game. That’s the bottom line; he knows 
his football. He knows what he wants. 

“He had been watching them for a year or so and 
knew what to do. He knows the market. He knows 
who he can bring in and for how much — all that side 
of things is well taken care of. 

“There is a huge turnover of players these days. 
It’s the way the game operates, especially at the level 
we are working at. 

“And Dean’s knowledge will be invaluable in 
terms of getting in the right players. That is so vital 
for a club such as Walsall. He knows the market and 
it has certainly worked so far. I think Walsall is in 
very good hands.” 

Smith is eager to get the club looking upwards 
next season - and that means a challenge for promo¬ 
tion. Nicholl admitted: “The real test will be next 
year and Dean knows that; he knows expectations 
will be that much higher and that the job starts now, 
so to speak. 

“But he’s a likeable lad and I think the players will 
go with that. You can’t have everybody on your side 
but most of them will like him.”
